Question 3.A.

Project Budget
There are four major types of expenses for a project:
. Personnel
. Materials and Supplies
. Professional Services
. Capital Expenditures.

Most projects will have Personnel and Materials and Supplies expenses. Larger projects will
also have Professional Services and Capital Expenditures. Any or all of these may be part of the
neighborhood match.

Personnel: General labor expenses associated with the project. Examples include the project
manager, the people who plant the trees, clear the brush, paint the mural design, distribute the
brochure, or take tickets for an event.

. To calculate expenses, multiple the projected hours worked by $16.00.

. Use the same formula to calculate the donated labor for the neighborhood match.

Materials and Supplies: non-personnel items needed to complete your project. Examples
include postage, photocopies, permits, plants, or posters.

. Break down material and supplies estimates into general categories.

. Donated materials and supplies are credited at the retail rate.

Professional Services: Persons practicing an occupation that usually requires advanced study
and specialized training. Examples include lawyers, landscape architects, certified public
accountants, artists, and civil engineers.
. To calculate expenses, multiple the projected hours worked by the hourly rate.
. When part of the neighborhood match, professional services hours are credited at
that person’s going rate.

Capital Expenditure: any material or supplies for a public improvement project that costs over
$3000. Examples include concrete, heavy equipment rental, or playground Kits.
. Donated capital expenditures are credited at the retail rate.
